Time  to  plant. -Many  of  the  flowering  plants  and 
all  of  the  ferns  listed  may  be  moved  in  spring  as  well 
as  in  autumn.  Several  of  the  early,  spring  flowers 
may  be  transplanted  successfully  during  summer. 

In  fact,  Claytonia  virgiuica,  Dicentra  canadensis,  D.  Cucullaria  and  Ery- 
thronium  are  at  their  best  when  moved  in  summer  or  early  autumn  before 
the  new  growth  has  made  much  development. 

Hardiness. -There  is  no  class  of  plants  more  hardy 
when  once  established  under  natural  conditions  of 
soil,  moisture  and  exposure,  and  none  so  much  ad¬ 
mired  as  these  rapidiy'  disappearing  natives  of  our 
woodlands,  prairies  and  swamps. 

Soil  requirements*-  The  native  plants  listed  may 
be  divided  into  the  following  groups  as  regards  their 
soil  preferences:  those  that  are  rather  indifferent; 
those  that  favor  a  neutral  soil;  those  that  thrive  best 
in  a  moderately  acid  soil  and  those  that  demand  a  soil 
that  is  intensely  acid  in  reaction.  (See  descriptions). 

Botanical  names  used  are  those  adopted  by  the 
best  recent  authorities,  and  Gray's  Manual,  7th  Ed.
